Bock in 1099 a unique experiment b^KHn. 
It was an efXort to initiate among the ii 
flUtu-^eouelTes a constitutional amend- 
inent to Umlt Uie lederal Income tax 

The V. B. eenatltutlon proTldei for two 
methods of afilindment. In one, congreu ap- 
proves on amendment and then submits It to 
I ratification by 36 — three-fourths — of the 
states. This Is the 'standard approach. 

In the other, 93 states, or two-thirds, may 
In effect peUtlon congnss to act on a proposal 
which they have already endorsed. Congress 
then must call a constitutional convention to 
act on the amendment. 

At this point the constitution Is vague. It 
does not say that the convention must draft 
and approve the amendment advanced by the 
petitioning states. It Is sUent.on that. But 
perhaps guldpd by legal deolslons, some 
people Interpret the convention as being 
"charged" with the duty of following the 32 
states' wishes. 

In any event, If the convention docs ap- 
prove such an amendment. It then has to be 
re-submltted to the states and must be rati- 
fied by 3S, in the some manner as amend- 
ments dratted originally by congress. 
'Patient and plodding attempts to use this 
late method have over a 13-year period pro- 
duced a total of only IS states With effective 
resolutions for a limit of 3S per cent on fed- 
eral Income taxes. Altogether, as states 
adopted such resolutions, but seven later 
changed their minds and In two cases the 
measures were vetoed by governors. " 

Although the proposal may be considered 
by six or seven additional states this year, 
supporters ot the tax limit are no longer 
^timlatlc-the plan will work. 

Consequently, resort Is being had to the 
more standard method ot amendment. A 
house subcommittee is scheduled to begin 
hearings soon o,n the.plan. But it is given no 
chance of "approval at this lestlon. 

In' fact, Its long-range chances are very 
poor. Organised labor is solidly against the 
proposal as a "mlUlonalres' bill." The pres- 
ent administration Is dead.set In opposition. 
There is no assurance that even a new Repub- 
lican' admlnlstratlon-TfmcM~ttIi8hTrbe votea" 
In next fall would lavor the measure. 

Senator Tatt, a top OOP presidential pros- 
pect and the most Influential Republican In 
the senate, disapproves the plan, .and- man:^ 
would follow his leodrTaft makes It clear 
he deplores present heavy rates of taxation 
on Incomes, but he believes the methods and 
sources ot federal tax revenues ate matters 
which 'should be left to the discretion of 
congress. 

The proposed 35 per cent limit would take 
ihe'lsaue out of congressional hands II ap- 
proved. If congress In some fu^re.ejno'gency' 
then required new -sources' of revenue— to 
finance a war, for example — Income levies 
could not be raised without adoption of an- 
other constitutional amendment nullifying 
the earlier one. Modem war being what It Is, 
the delay Involved in the constitutional 
process could be disastrous, even If th e ma- 
chlnery were vaatly~ap"Maed'up to fft the 
occasion.- ■ 

_ It^eina evident that the weight of oppo* 
sltlon'to the tox-llmtt plan la decisive at 
this moment and Is unlikely to decrease in 

.the. foreseeable future. It looks very much 
as It the 13-year labors of the plan's backers 
are going to prove in vain.

Once again, at the risk ot being 
tedious, I come to plead tor great 
care hi the selection of the person 
who U to take charge ot a child In 
the absence ot Its parents. Wo can- 
not be too InsliKnC upon knoirlflg 
tho character andjittltudes of tha 
Bitter upon whomjhay depend the 
Uto or a loved child. 

When a grandmother or grond- 
lather, loved and accepted by the 
children , con be pressed Into service, 
■afrf^uiusllj^uwy^aieonnrtiTO'Dii': : 
portunlty of being with tho child 
and caring for him, the arrange- 
ment U Ideal. Sometimes there Is an 
aunt who Is at liberty and who 
wlUlngly and gladly takes over. Rel- 
oUves should be asked for this re- 
Bponalblo service whenever avail- 
able. 

I believe that tha wise thing to do 
Is to license the baby-titter who Is 
not a member of the family. The 
requlrcmenU for Uie license should 
bo sound menUl and physical 
health, a reputation tor common 
sense. and eckkTwIU toward child- 
hood and a knowledge of the emo- 
tional as well OS physical needs at 
little children. 

An essenUal In this field Is a cer- 
tain maturity In the peraonallly ot 
tho sitter.
